Warner fled from the store,
but upon reaching the sidewalk was
intercepted by a truckman, who
gtruck him over the head with a eot-
ton ‘hook.

THIRTY PERSONS DIE

KILLED IN WRECK ON PERR
MARQUETTE RAILWAY.

Saasenger and Frolght Trains Ceash
Together Near Snlom, Mleho—
Seveniy Are Injured — Acclident
Duae to Mlander of Freight Crew,

 —

Thirty people are dead and more
than seventy Injursd, many of them se-
rlously, as the result of a head-end col-
lislon Saturday morning between Sa-
lem and Plymouth, Mich, when a Pere
Marquette excurslon traln bound from
Tonla to Detroit crashed into a west
bound freight In a cut lecated at a
sharp curve about a mile east of Sa-
lem,

The passenger traln of eleven cars,
oarrying the Pere Marquethe shop em-
ployes of Ionla and thelr familles—
1000 In all-—<te the Michigan metropo-
lis for their annual excorsion was run-
ting at Ligh specd—sald to have been
fifty milles an hour—down & steep
grade. It struck the lighter ecomotive
of the freight traln with such terrific
foree as to turn the freight engine com-
pletely nroumd.

The wrecked locomotives a few hours
lnter lny side by eide, both headed
onstwand, Only a few of the sreight
traln’s enrs were smnshed, and It was
only a few hours' work to remove all
‘vaces of thom frem the scene,

Conchea Are Shattersd.

Bohind the two wrecked locomotives
8lx cars of the passenger train lay plled
In n hopeless wreck. Four of the pas
senger coaches remalned on the track
undamaged and were used to convey
the dead and injured to Tonla. One
coach wns undamaged, with only [ta
forward truck off the ralla These were
the rear five cars. The two coaches
next nhead of these were telescoped,
Ong of these was the smoker, whers
most of the victims were riding,

The next car forward stood almnost oo
end after the wreck, It8 forward end
resting on the roadbed and the reat
end high In the air upon the two tele:
scoped conches that bhad been follow-
Ing it

Two couches were thrown crosswise
of the track and lay suspended from
bank to bank of the cut high above the
ralia

Of the

Engine Crow Jumpsj One Diea.

The freight train was moving slowly
up the grade In the cut when the ex-
curslon flyer bore down on It. L. B,
Alvord, engineer of the passenger, saw
the erash was Inevitable, and after set-
ting the alr brake jumped, with his
firemnn, Knowlea. Alvord escaped se-
rlous Injury, but Konowles died of his
hurts,

After the first frenzy of terror mib-
sided the uninjured psssengers begnn
to glve suecor to those who were hurt
und remove the bodles of the dewd.
which were seen on all stded, pinned
down In the debris,

Fear that the wreckage might take
4re lent speed to their efforts,

Bodles Taken from Weeckage.

The dead were placed In a  row
nlongside the track, and the Injured
were moade ag comfortable as possible
until the arrival of wrecking trains
frem Sagiuew, Detrolt, and Grand Rap-
ids made It possible to sehd them to
lonla and Detrolt.

The swenty-elght bodles first tonken
from the wreck were sent to Tonln and
the Injured were placed on two traing
one of which deaded for Detrolt, and
the other for lonln. There were about
thirty-five injured peoyle on ench train,

Later in the day the body of Ed Cors
wan, the head brakeman of the passens
ger traln, was taken out of the wreck.

Firemnu Knowles dled In the relief
tralun en reute to Detmelt, maklug the
list of dead thirty, whh a possibility
Mat several of the Injured may die,

Frelght Crew Blamed; Misning.

Responsibility Is put squarely on to
the crew of the frelght tenln by officlals
of the rond, One of them, who arvived
nt the seene of the wreek soon nfter
the pecldent, took from the erew of the
frelght the orders under which It was
running, They clearly showed the po-
gltlon of the passenger excurslon troln
and that the frelght had encroached on
the other teraln's ronning time,

The special train was due at Salem
nt 0:10 a, w. and st Plymouth at 9:20
n. m, It pussed Balem on time.

The thoe card of the speclal was
telegraphed to the frefght crew In the
form of a traln order, and this order,
with the signawsres & the frelght traln
pttnched, wos recoverd® by the
ofifcinla,
